REMARKS 

During the Examiner's Interview of April 18, 201 1, Applicants' representative discussed 
differences between the claimed invention of the independent claims 16, 17, and 18 over the 
cited art of record (Ronen, Jamison, and McNair). In particular. Applicants' representative 
argued that Ronen suggest a centralized billing platform that is used for billing transactions 
conducted between a user and an ISP. Accordingly, the centralized billing platform does not 
correspond to a payee or a payee server as set forth in the amended claims. Examiner indicated 
that further search and consideration is required.
